Lewis E. Staley, state secretary of 
forests and waters, formerly of G et­ 
tysburg, today reported th a t the 
first contingent of forest workers, 
3,000 of them, who set up i9 camps 
in state fore»sts 
of 
Pennsylvania 
during the past week, experienced 
an initial hardening process th at 
has tested their fitness to stick to 
the job. 
T he reforestation cam ps nearest 
Gettysburg are at M ont Alto and 
at Pine Grove Furnace. 
Rainy days and cold nights were 
th e least of their trials. 
Trucks 
carrying tents and other supplies 
bogged down in the m uddy forest 
roads and supplies had to be pack­ 
ed into camps sometimes for dis­ 
tances of a half mile or more. 
Al­ 
though located among thousands of 
acres of growing timber, th e camps 
nevertheless experienced a dearth 
of dry firewood. 
F oresters H elp 
State foresters and rangers were 
on hand to assist in getting the 
cam ps established and helped pro­ 
vide 
firewood, 
loaned tools, and 
otherwise helped the men. m any of 
w*hom had recently been taken off 
the city streets, to accustom them ­ 
selves to the woodland environm ent. 
Although some of the forest work­ 
ers were tem porarily discouraged by 
the bleak 
p ro s p e c ts of 
a 
rain- 
drenched witnesses, 
according to 
reports from most of the forestry 
officials, the m ajority dug in and 
attem pted to make them selves as

Paris, May 16 (AP).—As a n a ­ 
tional defense measure, Paris fac­ 
tories were ordered today to report

This news came as the nation was 
waiting for Chancellor H itler’s Im 
portant pronouncement before the 
G erm an reichstag tomorrow on the 
G erm an 
policy in

arm am ent. 
The council of ambassadors, the 
executive body of the treaty of Ver­ 
sailles, may shortly resume activity 
as a result of the controversy over 
the G erm ah arm s problem, it was 
learned today.

“To see the Gettysburg battlefield 
is to realize from first-hand experi­ 
ence those colorful lessons of history 
taught us in the grades.

One statue has ben erected to the 
memory of old John Burns, vener­ 
able civilian, who took up arm s to 
help repulse the invaters.

Drop In Value Of 1932 Busi­ 
ness But Little Change 
In Volume Noted. 


Sales statistics compiled by the 
bureau of markets, state department 
of agriculture, show’ that Pennsyl­ 
vania farmers transacted a total 
business of $30,836,619 through their 
cooperative associations in 1932 as 
compared W’ith $42,717,389 in 1931. 
Although the sales in 1932 were 27.6 
per cent less in value, the volume or 
tonnage handled by these organiza­ 
tions was nearly as large as in the 
preceding year. 
Small declines in 
the quantities of milk, fruits, vege­ 
tables and wool marketed as well as 
the tonnage of feed, fertilizer and 
seed purchased took place, but twice 
as many head of livestock and ten 
times as many eggs were market, d 
by cooperatives last year is the year 
before. 
Milk Volume I jess 
Mi l k 
marketing 
associations, 
which transact three-fourths of the 
total farmers’ cooperative business 
in this state, handled 641,615 tens 
of milk against 688,761 tons in 1931. 
a decrease of 6.84 per cent. A total 
of 20,548 tons of fruits and vege­ 
tables were sold cooperatively in 1932 
coiniMtred with 20,663 tons the year 
before, a decrease of only one-hHlf 
per cent, but the value of these 
products w’as nearly 30 per cent less 
than in 1931 due chiefly to a decline 
in the prices of mushrooms and 
grapes. 
Livestock marketing associations 
sold 12,029 head of livestock for

against 5,616 head the year before, 
a gain of 114 per cent.

I HA VE been spending a very absorbed afternoon—all alone—reading 
the Journals of Arnold B ennett. I am sorry that I have never kept 
a Journal. Not that I think it would am ount to much, or be very in ­ 
teresting reading for anyone—even after I am gone—but just because I 
believe th a t a Journal is a very useful thing to a m an’s mind and u n ­ 
usually good for his development. 
All of us get into moods. Some of them are not good for us. Some 
of these moods are very hungry moods, th a t is, moods th at cry out for 
hum an com panionship and understanding. 
If a Diary is handy, much 
of this craving can be put to paper in fords, and before one is aware, the 
mood has passed to a happier mood. 
You can make all m anner of honest statem ents in a Diary th at you 
might shrink from saying right out in front of people. A Diary is one 
of the m ost honest forms of expression for a m an or woman—for it is 
never supposed to be read by anyone else and never is intended for after 
publication—though many are. 
Much th at flows through these m inds of ours is intended for private 
consum ption alone, T hat is. for ourselves alone. 
I have the Journals of Emerson, Thoreau, and others—and nothing 
is more revealing of a m an th an ills private thoughts, put to paper at 
odd m om ents, and continued throughout the years. Besides, it is a won­ 
derful training. It helps to give one clear expression, and helps to make 
one observing and thoughtful. 
No book in the English language is more absorbing reading th an 
Pepy's diary. 
Among the classics of all time it will remain. Yet, I am 
sure th a t m uch that Pepys wrote he never had any idea would be read by 
other eyes than his own. 
You get, not only a wonderful picture of a m an's most interesting 
self in a Diary, but often the m ost honest sort of a picture of the ones 
with whom lie associates. 
Even the diarist unconsciously reveals side­ 
lights to chaarcter that otherwise m ight rem ain a profound mystery. 
I can see how a Journal chii be of immense value to an important 
person—and perhaps m ight be the means of making an apparently un­ 
im portant person—im portant!
